HE Carson Appeal takes issue with The Jour 


nal in its estimate of the soundness of Judge S 


J. Bonnifield's decision in the Revenue law case 
lately tried at Winnemucca. The Appeal says: "I 
we are correctly informed the law was declared un- 
constitutional on the ground that the tax payer wa 
deprived of a remedy in case he was unjustly taxe 
or too high a valuation was placed on his property' 
It then quotes a section of the Revenue law, whic 
says: "Any taxpayer under the provisions of this 
•ct shall not be deprived of any remedy or redress 
io court of law relating to the payment of taxes." 


The Appeal was correct so far as one of the 


reasons given by the court, and the means of re- 
dress for tax-payers, provided by the law itself is 
concerned. But unfortunately those means are in 
conflict 
with Section i of Article io;th of the 


Amendments to tKe Constitution of Nevada. 
The 


Utter instrument the court decided, was violated for 
the reason that it delegates to the board of assessors, 
sought to be created by its provisions, the power to 
classify and assess any property within this state, 
without providing what property it may assess, or 
providing any regulations to govern said board in 
arriving at a valuation of any property it may act 
upon, which makes it repugnant to and in conflict 
with section i of article 10 of said constitution, in 
tbat it delegates to said board o(>&ssessors the power 
to value and assess any property it may see fit with- 
out confining or restricting the powers of said board 
in that particular in any manner, and without pre- 
scribing any regulations or rule by which a just val- 
uation of the property they see fit to act upon shall 
be arrived at, which unrestricted power can reside 
alone in the legislature of the state, and cannot be 
delegated to any other branch of the government. 


The court also claimed that the act was in con- 


travention with said sections in that it would de- 
prive petitioner of his property without due process 
of law, for the reason that said act affords petitioner

no opportunity to be heard, or to offer any evidence 
concerning the valuation of his property at any 
time, before the assessment would become a final 
charge against him.

takes precedence to the Federal and State constitu- 
tions. That might do in insular matters, in the 
United States Supreme Court but in this wild and 
wooly west the courts have not advanced to that de- 
gree of infallibility where they can afford to set aside 
the fundamental law, in their judgments of legisla- 
tive acts, or to save the feelings of those, who advo- 
cated and promoted them.

MUST BE TRUE BLUE. 


I 


S THE coming session of Congress will be con 


sidered the advisability of changing inaugura 


tion day from March 4th to some date later in th 
spring. Senator Allison is the leader of the move 
ment, and an expression of sentiment by member 
of both houses indicate that the proposition will b 
favorably considered by both branches of Congress. 
The principal reasons for changing the date are the 
inclement weather likely to prevail in Washington 
on the present date and the advantage of lengthen- 
ing the second session of Congress. The general 
feeling is in favor of April 3oth, that being the an- 
niversary of the day that Washington took the oath. 


Many think that a change in the date of the 


assembling of Congress is of more importance than 
a change of inauguration day, and, in fact, it would 
be difficult to explain why Congress does not as- 
semble until thirteen months after the members are 
elected. 


Some of the Senators and Representatives think 


that a constitutional amendment would be necessary 
to change the date of inauguration, but the majority 
appear to be of the opinion that Congress has the 
power to legislate directly upon it, for the reason 
that the date when the President's term shall begin 
is not mentioned in the constitution. This, in oui 
opinion is conclusive of the right of Congress to fix 
the date. The assembling of Congress is, if possible, 
still more a matter of legislation, and is directly 
provided for by the constitution itself, which says: 


" The Congress shall assemble-at least once in 


every year, and such meeting shall be on the first 
Monday in December, unless they shall by law ap- 
point a different day." 


If the change of date requires a constitutional 


amendment the matter may be regarded as only a 
remote possibility. 
Doubtless nine-tenths of the 


people of the United States desire that United 
States Senators should be elected by the people, 
and yet the matter has been hanging fire *br more 
than a quarter of a century, with no more indica- 
tion of the question being submitted to the people 
than when the matter was first introduced in the

that the public schools of Reno 
should be so maintained as to mer- 
it, under any changing education- 
al conditions, the requirements of 
our people and of the towns and 
communities tributary to this city. 
In this movement, it will not be 
sufficient merely to make and 
keep our schools superior to those 
of any other Nevada towns; we 
must make and keep them among 
the very best on the coast, for the 
educational ideals of our people 
iare continually rising, aud they 
will be satisfied less and less with 
nothing but the best. It behooves 
our peopU then to cultivate an in- 
telligent interest fn our"Schools, to 
use their, influence in favor of wise 
administration and supervision in 
the management' of th% schools, 
and for securing and keeping the 
best talent obtainable- for the 
teaching force. 


In the eight grades of the ele- 


mentary course we endeavor to 
give a broad training in common 
school branches, laying such stress 
on the essentials—reading writing, 
number work, and English—as 
\\ill enable pupils who complete 


j the grammar school to understand 
aud appfepiate much that will be 
useful to them in after life; at the 
*.aine time, through geography, na- 
ture study, physiology, drawing, 
music and elementary algebra, \ &- 
rious faculties are being cultivated 
and foundations are being laid for 
broader knowledge and for great- 
er enjoyment of life. 


In the new course of study 


(now 
under preparation) work in 


anthinetic and geography is very 
much simplified for pupils—a lot 
of useless truck isi eliminated, en- 
abling them to give proper time 
to things of more practical import 
and of more educational value. In 
a future article I shall give a more 
detailed statement of changes in 
the work. 


The High School course is to be 


put squarely on modern lines. All 
High School pupils will not any 
longer have to tread the same path", 
grind the same gribt, eat and di- 
gest the same things, w ithout ref- 
erence to future usefulness, their 
physical ability, 
their mental 


trend, or their intellectual stomach. 
We are limiting the number of 
studies—not more than four or five 
being required or allowed each 
year—and we hope by concentrat- 
ing attention and effort to secure 
for the pupil much better results. 
In the senior year those pupils 
v\bo do not desire to enter the 
Liberal Arts course at the Univer- 
sity may drop L,atin and French 
and concentrating on other studies 
and doing satisfactory ' work, se- 
cure a full diploma.
